COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

Compulsory adjudication of personal 
obligations voluntarily incurred is as old 
as civil society. But a court or a legally 
constituted board of arbitrators with 
authority to act as business guardian for 
SmITH and Jongs, and to impose on them 
as private citizens a binding contract 
prescribing the conditions on which one 
of them shall serve and the other accept 
his services, would be a novelty in this 
country. It does not seem practicable 
either. Even if both should agree in ad- 
vance to abide by a contract so made, the 
dissatisfied employer could not always be 
forced to live up to it, nor could the dis- 
satisfied laborer, until our laws are 60 
changed as to make his condition practi- 
cally that of the Mexican peon. 

Either employer or employe in France 
can compel the other to submit disputes 
between them to arbitrators chosen ac- 
cording to law, and the decisions of these 
arbitrators have the force of court judg- 
ments. But they have settled nine-tenths 
of the cases submitted to them by bring- 
ing about compromises between the par- 
ties rather than by enforcing judgments. 
against either, and they have not pre- 
vented some protracted and deplorable 
strikes from occurring in France. They 
cannot compel the private employer to 
continue his business when he thinks 
wages are higher than he cam afford to 
pay. They cannot compel the laborer to 
enter into new engagements at wages he 
considers too low. They may do much in 
the way of bringing about a better 
understanding and a more conciliatory 
temper on both sides of the dispute as to 
what wages should be paid, and that is 
about all they can do in such cases. 

A fair and convenient means of arbitra 
tion provided for by law, with some power 
to enforce judgments where both parties 
consent to arbitration, would probably 
lead to the settlement of a great many 
labor troubles in that way. On this ac- 
count it would be well to provide such 
means in these days when disastrous con- 
flicts are likely to arise between great 
labor organizations and great corpora- 
tions. But in all cases of the nature ofa 
private business arrangement between 
persons who are not acting as State agents 
or engaged in a public service, arbitra- 
tion by mutual consent is the only kind 
that promises to be at all efficacious. 

But in the case of quasi public corpor- 
ations, engaged in a lucrative public ser- 
vice under franchises conferring on them 
exclusive privileges, the right of the State 
to exact continuous service from them is 
unquestioned, and the propriety of en- 
forcing that right by compelling such cor- 
porations to submit all disputes with their 
employes to fair arbitration is obvious. 
There is really no other way of protecting 
the public from frequent traffic blockades 
that inflict upon the country at large losses 
and distresses far severer than those of 
either party to the strike. We are suffer- 
ing fromsuch a blockade now, when, ac- 
cording to Mr. GOULD’s own statement of 
the case, the only question at issue between 
him and his employes is his determination 
not to recognize a certain labor organiza- 
tion to which they belong. Shall thecom-

There is evidently a very wide difference 
of opinion among the officers of the 
Knights of Labor about the merits of the 
strike.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


Tue Premier of England is an old man, 
nearly 77 years of age, and works 365 days and 
about half as many nights in every year, like 
a Knight of Labor just before a strike; but he 
cannotlay off for half a day fwith a bad cold 
or the premonitory symptoms of asthma- 
pneumonia without becoming the mark for all 
sorts of spiteful observations. One rather 
curious fact, that none seem to have noticed, 
however, in this connection, is that the two 
veteran statemen of Europe are almost always 
sick atthe same time. Whenever Gladstone 
sends for the doctor at his end of the line Bis- 
wmarck follows suit, and vice versa. Whether 
this fact has any political significance is un- 
knawn—probably not—but in the meantime, 
and in any case, there is no man in either em- 
pire that has a better right to lay off for a day 
if he wants to than these same two old men. 


THE following rather vicious announcement 
appears in an English society journal: 


An enterprising frm is bringing outa new 
piano, to called the Gladstone.

‘*THERE is but a step between the sublime 
and the ridiculous.’’ In this case, however, 
there were several steps necessary to cover 
the distance between the Princess’ and Her 
Majesty’s Opera houses {n London. At the 
former an appalling calamity was probably 
averted, a few nights ago, by the courage and 
presence of mind of anactor. The house was 
crowded to the ceiling and absorbed in the 
performance, when Mr. Wilson Barrett, lessee 
and manager, perceived with his natural eyes 
a large portion of the scenery well alight, 
and with the eye of faith that an ugly scene 
wasimminent. Without a moment’s hesita- 
tion he leaped from the house roof onto the 
stage (just missing a yawning trap), and first 
with his bare hands and then with his hat, he 
literally beat out the flames, amid the en- 
thusiastic cheers of the spectators, who by 
this time had become aware that this was no 
partof the original programme. The actor’s 
hands and arms were badly burnt, but he 
stopped ascare and prevented a panic, and 
probably that awful loss of life for which 
European theaters are noted. 


ASCENE by no means so creditable to any 
one concerned occurred at Her Majesty’s 


for their wages, which, it appears, were away 
behind. The audience behaved in a praige- 
worthy manner, and cheerily sang Walt Till 


announced that the performance could not 
possibly goon. Inthe meantime the lessee 
bad skipped with the money at the door, which 
would have been more than sufficient to pay 
in full the unhappy carpenters and scene- 
shifters at least, if not the musicians. The 
starving men rang up the curtain and appealed 
for charity. Pence and small silver were flung 
liberally on the stage and scrambled for. 
Women clutched onthe ground for pennies, 
and three poor men rolled over the footlights 
im the fight forthe coins which fell into the 
orchestra. No such scene has ever been wit- 
nessedin an English opera-house. The de- 
faulting lessee was a Mr. Carrillon, a young 
man of 21. 


A RATHER romantic story comes from Can- 
ada. Lord Archibald Douglas, who was—is— 
which is it —a Roman Oatholic priest, has 
founded in London an institution called St. 
Vincent’s Home for Boys, which he superin- 
tends personally, and into which many a waif 
and stray is gathered from the streets of the 
great metropolis. These boys are educated, 
taught trades and periodically sent over to 
Canada, where homes are found for them 
among Roman Oatholio farmers. At cer- 
tain times this modern 8t. Vincent de 
Paul crosses the Atlantic to visit his emigrant 
boys, and on one of those visits a few 
weeks ago, while m. a strange part of 
the country, he lost his way in the snow on 
some trackless wastes. After hours ot priva- 
tion and bootless wandering he had given up 
all hope ot rescue, when suddenly through 
the falling snow he beheld a shaggy figure ap- 
proaching him, a human form enveloped in 
furs, with nothing but the eyes visible. Over. 
come with exhaustion, the clerical nobleman 
asked assistance of the stranger, who immed- 
lately on hearing his voice rushed forward ex- 
claiming: ‘‘It is Father Douglas, dear Father 
Douglas. The rescuer turned out to be 
one of the very boys whom Lord Archibald 
had rescued years ago from the London streets 
and who—now a prosperous farmer—reoog- 
nized instantly the voice of his benefactor. 
Neediess to say the half-perished wanderer 
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the direction of Nice. The railway winds be- 
low, a marvelous piece of engineering, with 
its sharp curves, frequent tunnels and long 
stretches of masonry, Right here, on Ash 
Wednesday, an appalling accident took place. 
The line ts a single one, and through some at 
present unexplained misunderstanding a 
train was dispatched towards Monaco before 
the incoming express had arrived. ‘Twas the 
old, old story, with some slight variations. A 
crash like the discharge of artillery, wild 
shrieks and groans, and half-a-dozen cars 
flung bodily over the parapet into the sea, 

130 feet below. The rest, with the two en- 
gines, became a mass of ruins. Curiously 
enough, a little child, a girl 2 years old, was 
picked out of the fallen carriages absolutely 
unhurt. The rest were killed. By aspécial 

stroke of good fortune no English or Amer- 

loans were among the passengers, though had 

the accident occurred a few days previously, 

when the holiday-makers of the Carnival were 

in full movement, the loss of life would have 

been tremendous. As it was some fifteen per- 

sons were killed or succumbed to their in- 

juries, and ascene which has few rivals for 

picturesqueness in Europe is rendered horri- 

ble by the history of the catastrophe. 


A PROPOSAL Is on foot in Russia, agitated by 
Mr. Poklevski-Koskell, who has recently re- 
turned from an exploring journey in the Trans- 
caspian region, to irrigate the Turcoman des- 
ert and create a cultivated zone along the 
whole length of the Transcaspian Rallway. 
He proposes the construction of a dyke, which 
would not cost more than 150,000 roubles, if 
native labor were employed, which compara- 
tively small expense would be quickly reim- 
bursed by the creation of 385,000 acres 
of arable land, capable of producing very 
fine crops of rice, cotton, etc. Mr. Koskell 
proposes to work upon the system of irriga- 
tion which exists at present in many parts of 
the oasis of Merv, and suggests the extension 
of this system through the whole oasis from 
Merv to the Murghab. Wells must be sunk 
according to European systems, and rain and 
subterranean water collected at certain fixed 
points. The river Tejend would supply any 
deficiency in this respect, the result being to 
convertthe whole desert into a smiling planta- 
tion,even those parts situated between Ketchy 
andthe Amon-Daria, which are, at the pres- 
ent moment, utterly arid and covered with 
sand. 


Ir has been for some considerable time as- 
serted that petroleum is obtainable on the 
shores of the Red Sea. The experiments con- 
ducted by the Egyptian Government have not 
hitherto met with success, but within the last 
fortnight a petroleum well has been struck 
near Suez, and-close to the sea, within thirty- 
five feet of the surface, throwing a jet two 
meters above the sea level. It is to de hoped 
that this circumstance will Have a cheering 
effect upon the financial and other prospects 
of that most unhappy land.

She also testified tothe trouble which occurred 
between her brother and the defendant on 
one occasion when the latter attempted to 
strike her mother. 

Gustave Wehman, the son of Mrs. Kuehner, 
said Kuehner had frequently quarreled with 
his mother and often attempted to strike her 
but never succeeded to his knowledge. On 
one occasion when Kuehner attempted to 
strike his mother the witness interfered and 
the defendant then attempted to hit him but 
the witness struck him with a soup ladle. 

Fred Lucas, a reporter, testified to an inter- 
view he had in jail with Kuehner when be in- 
formed him of the death of his wife. Kuehner 
said that his wife had $1,000 at the time he 
married her and when he wanted money 
with which to pay his hands she 
refused to advanceit.

A New Bill for Adjustment of Differences 
Between Employers and Employes.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Representa- 
tive Anderson of Kansas introduced in the 
House on Monday last a bill ‘‘td create the 
United States Commission of Arbitration.’, 
This bill, like that of Mr. Glover's, is intended 
asa solution of the labor problem, but Mr. 
Anderson’s idea is to make arbitration com- 


by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. The names of persons qualified to 
act as members of the commission may be 
suggested to the President by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers,the Knights of 
Labor and that association of farniers having 
the most numerous membership;

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OVER-WORKED LABOR. 


OPERATIVES FOR REDUCED HOURS. 


Manufacturers Unhampered by Legislation 
—Prospects of Bitter Agitation with Prob- 
able Rioting and Bloodshed - Good Work 
Accomplished by the Knights of Labor. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcHs. 
most conservative of our citizens are of opin- 
ion that adark cloud is impending over this 
State, and that the labor struggie here will not 
bv settled without much agitation, and per- 
haps even rioting and bloodshed. Until within 
about twelve months ago the laboring people 
were more trodden under foot in Rhode Island 
than in any other part of the Union. Eleven 
hours was considered a very reasonable day’s 
work in the mills. The average throughout 
the State was in excess of eleven 
hours, there being instances of even 
twelve and fourteen hours. This gave 
Rhode Island manufacturers a great 
advantage over manufacturers in Massachu- 
setts and elsewhere, where a ten-hour law 
prevailed. For well-informed and unpreju- 
diced persons, whose business has called them 
to the various mills throughout New England, 
bear testimony that there is the most activity 
and, as far as the employes are concerned, the 
most profit and prosperity where there is no 
statute regulating or restricting the hours of 
labor. Here, in Rhode Island, the manufact- 
urers have had entire swing, unhampered by 
legislation of any kind relating to time or even 
to the protectien of the lives and health of 
employes. The first infringement upon their 
independence was the enactment a few years 
ago ofatruant law, forbidding the employ- 
ment of children under 15, who had not 
attended school six weeks inthe year. The 
law was and is simply ignored bythe large 
majority of manufacturers, and the writer has 
not heard of a single case of prosecution un- 
der it. . Then, about two years ago, the agita- 
tion for a ten-hour law assumed a strength 
that began to 

COMMAND THE RESPECT OF THE POLITICIANS. 
The mill operatives are ay of foreign 
birth, and, under the Rhode Island suffrage 
system, are excluded, as a rule, from the suf- 
trage. But the population of native birth, but 
of foreign parentage, is rapidly increasing, 
and these, of course, poses? the same voting 
rights as the population of native ancestry. 
The farmers, too, who are becoming poorer 
every day, are growi more inclined to 
sympathize with the N class than 
with wealthy factory owners, whose riches and 
luxury present a striking contrast to the hard- 
ship of the average farmer, many of whom de- 
‘pend fora living on carting the rocks from 
their land to the city to be sold at 75 centsa 
ton. Rocks are aboutthe only crop many of 
the farms yield, and it has the advantage of 
being perennial, and can be always gathered. 
At any rate, an overwhelming public sen ti- 
ment was aroused in favor of a ten-hour law, 
and afew of the more chuckle-headed legis- 
lators, who had not minded the coming bliz- 
zard, got badly left in the spring election, and 
then a ten-hour measure passed both 
houses, in the Assembly almost without an 
opposing vote. The manufacturers saw that 
the time for ignoring pubiic sentiment had 
gone by, and they prepared to obey. They 
have undoubtedly in good faith endeavored to 
carry out the ten-hour law. But about the time 
the law was enacted the Knightsof Labor began 
toassume formidable proportions in Rhode 
Island. The Knights had really very little, if 
anytuing, todo with tne enactment. Their 
=, in the State was rather the result of 
thethen cause of legislative recognition of 
labor. The order gained recruits rapidly. The 
various disjointed labor organizations ranged 
themselves under its banner, and the poli- 
ticlans were and are rather inclined 
to overestimate than to underestimate 
its olitical strength. The power of the 
Knights was exerted on the whole wisely and 
cautiously. First this and then that estab- 
lishment was called upon to increase wages, 
until an average advance of 10 per cent was 
brought about in most of the leading concerns. 
Had the movement rested here for the present 
all would have been well. But when tbe Gen- 
eral Assembly met in January

seemed anxious to emulate each other in in- 
troducing and advocating propositions of in- 
terference with the manufacturers’ business, 
some of them of avery outrageous kind. For 
instance, a — Pe bapa bill was intro- 
duced, which provided that any manufacturers 
who should not pay his employes weekly, 
might be arrested and hauled before a justice 
court as acriminal and fined. No allowance 
was made in the bill for any possible difference 
between the manufacturer and employe as to 
the justice of the claim for wages. he em- 
ploye, instead of having to resort to civil 
rocess in case of such a difference, could 
ave the employer arraigned as a criminal. 
The measure has not passed, and is not likely 
to. Another bill is to reform the system of 
fines in factories. The system of fining for dam- 
age to goodsin the process of manufacture 
is common on both continents whereyer 
manufacturing is carried on, and no other 
method of discipline and of keeping up the 
standard of goods has ever been suggested. 
It is recognized and acquiesced in by trades 
unious in England. No doubt here in Rhode 
Island it has been much abused. For instance, 
a weaver is often fined & for damage which it 
may not cost the manufacturer $1 to repair. 
This is an injustice which all fair-minded peo-. 
ple recognize ought to be remedied. It is al- 
so proposed to deprive employers of the 
right to keep back a certain sum 
for leaving without notice. The manufact- 
urers, anticipating unfriendly legislation and 
labor agitation injurious to their interests, 
formed about two months ago, an organiza- 
tion known as 

‘*THE SLATER CLUB,’’ 

which includes about all the manufacturers of 
any account in Rhode Island. Some leading 
manufacturers were not in favor of the move- 
ment on the ground that it would excite the 
jealousy and stimulate the hostility ofthe op- 
erators. One of the largest employers of labor 
in Providence stated this as a reason to the 
writer for his reluctance to join the club. He 
joined it, however. The members of the new 
organization did not wait for a challenge. They 
threw down the gauntiet. In the Wauskuk 
woolen milis, one of the largest concerns in 
the State, and the only one in which there had 
been a recognized shop committee of weavers 
permitted to take part in supervising the 
work of the mill, notices were posted up that 
no shop committee wotld thereafter be recog- 
nized. When, on account of a trifling differ- 
ence, asmall strike occurred in one of the 
departments, a committee of Knights of Labor 
who offered to arbitrate were informed by the 
ent that no outside interference in the 
alfairs of the establishment would be per- 
mitted. They would shut down 
the mill first. Since the measures 
were introduoed in the General Assembly, the 
manufacturers who declare that the passage 
of the fines bill would be a death blow to man-

which appeals toa very much larger class of 
readers than would generally be supposed. To 
the hunting man, it is of course, a rara avis, 
a work to be pounced upon and devoured with 
delighted gusto, and read and reread, until 
every word hasbeen weighed and criticised 
and planned about and discussed, until at last 
it will be relegated to an honored place in the 
bookshelves, to be consulted as an authority 
in endless discussions. But these rollicking, 
vivid, stirring accounts of life and sport in 
the far West, have attractions for others be- 
gides the sportsman. Few men there are 
of any calibre, sportsman or anti-sport 
who could lay down the work without 
a thrill of longing, while many women with 
that curious streak of wildness in their nature 
which we sometimes see where we least ex- 
pect to find it—handed down perhaps from 
some long forgotten ancestor whose life was 
spent in the forest and the brush—will close 
the pages with sparkling eyes and those 
treacherous words on her lips, but too often 
heard on the lips of women, ‘‘I wish I were a 
man.’’ To all boys, of course, the beautifully 
tliustrated pages will be a very fairy-land of 
information and amusement, while the natur- 
alist and the general reader will luxuriate in 
the delicious word pictures of ranch life, 
natural history and anecdote of bird and beast 
which are ecattered with lavish hand every- 
where. 

Most people have a kind of wondering re- 
spect, akin to adoration, for anything con- 
nected with ranch lifeinthe far West. They 
are such strange beings, those wild white 
men, who spend their lives in tending count- 
less herds of cattle on trackless and almost 
boundless plains. Therumors we hear from 
time to time of their lives and doings only 
serve to whet our curiosity. Wild, 
reckless, hardy, fearless, strong, 
courting danger as we court peace, 
braving daily by their ownchoice, hunger, 
cold and death, they are so unlixe us, the 
pampered tender, overfed children of the city 
that they hold something of the same interest 
for us that the inhabitants of Saturn will one 
day have so soon as that planet shall be dis- 
covered to possess any. As soon, therefore, 
as it is known that Theodore Roosevelt's book 
is to some extenta picture of life on his ranch, 
the demand which is even now extensive will 
be magnified tenfold. Thousands who have 
never handled a gun in their lives and would 
not know what to do with it if they had, will 
read the work for the sake of its information, 
and will lay it down very much wiser than 
when they took it up. 

Right in the front—the frontispiece itself—is 
a picture ofa ranchman in his hunting-dress 
—whether of himself or not, Mr. Roosevelt, 
possibly from modesty, fails to record. But 
the picture is evidently a portrait, and there is 
something in the half-stern, wholly de- 
termined, yet gentle and perfect manliness of 
the face, that is perhaps best described in the 
author’s own words when describing later the 
Texan **oow~-boy,’’ 

All havea certain curious similarity to one 
another. Existence inthe West seems to put 
the same stamp upon each and every one of 
us. Sinewy, hardy, self-reliant, their life 
forces them to be both dari and adventur- 
ous, and the passing over their heads ofa few 

ears, leaves printed on tbeir faces certain 

ines, which tell of dangers quietly fronted, 


and hardships uncomplainingly endured. 
The subject ofthe picture looks a sports- 


man, and, whatis far better, he looks a man 
every inch of him, in the highest sense of that 
much misused word, his quaint prairie bunt- 
ing dress giving him a picturesque appearance 
which many a more expensively attired hunts- 
man lacks. 

Doubtless many of the experienced readers 
of sporting literature, and others who deign to 
cast their eyes upon this review, will expect 
copious extracts or sensational condensations 
of the hunting stories and adventures of which 
the work is full. If so, they are doomed to 
the pangs of disappointment. Hunting stories 
are plentiful enough everywhere and differ lit- 
tle from each other anyway. Besides which, 
the price of the book is sufficiently low for 
every loyal sportsman to possess himself 
of a copy and read them in the original. 
For soul stirring accounts, therefore, of the 
chase of grouse, water-fowl and wild turkey, 
for tails of the black-tailed deer, the ‘‘still 
hunting elk,“ and the ‘‘lordly buffalo, for 
thrilling adventures with the grizzly bear and 
wary stalking of the prong-horned antelope, 
we refer those interested to the book itselr, 
while we devote the necessarily limited 
amount of space at our command to giving a 
brief outline of ranch life and ranchmen, as 
interpreted by that able and eloquent ex- 
ponent, Theodore Roosevelt. 

The charm of ranch life comes in its free- 
dom, and the vigorous open air existence it 
forces a man to lead. Except when hunting 
in bad ground the whole time away from the 
house is spent in the saddle, and there are 80 
many ponies thatafresh one can always be 
had.

The Rottenness of Corporations and Politics 
Presented in a Startling Light-—A Fierce 
Thrust at Speculators and Boards of Trade 
in General—An Urgent Appeal to Farmers 
and Producers to Join the Knights fo 


Labor. 


The following address to the Farmers and 
Producers of the country was issued yester- 
day by the Executive Boards of Assemblies 


101, 17, and 98, Knights of Labor. 
Address to the Farmers and Producers of this 
Country: 


To all honorable and fair minded men we 
appeal for an honest hearing and an impartial 
sade ment in our struggle with the est 
aggregation of capital on earth. Bent on the 
the enslavement of labor, this South. 
western Railroad system is and 
controlled by Jay uld and his minions, 
not for the public good, but for the 3 

se of enriching this heartless * — at 
he expense of e farmers, m anics and 
business men of four States. To 
do this completely the stocks 
and bonds of the railroad that 
have fallen into the hands of this syndicate 
have been watered more than treble the 
amount of the cost of the roads. To pay a 
dividend they are compelled to treble your 
freight charges, thereby aking all the profits 
of your farms, workshops and buginess 
and to reduce our wages to a mere pit- 
tance. The constitution and the laws of the 
States have been trampled under their 
feet and competing lines in direct violation of 
the constitution, have been consolidated and 
no Governor, Attorney-General nor other law 
officer has raised his Voice against or inter- 
posed the laws to hinder the insatiate greed of 
this syndicate.

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DEATH OF AN ECCENTRIC AND FAMOUS 
RESIDENT OF MORRISANIA. 


The Hermit-Iike Life of a Wealthy Old 
Woman Who Kept a Colony of Cate 
Felines Tenderly. Nursed— The Woman's 
Dying Wish. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
New Tonk, March 27.—A man ig known by 

the company he keeps. Mother Bailey’’ 

kept cats, and her fame went abroad in Mor- 
risania until she was known as the ‘‘cat 
woman. Three weeks ago the little old 
lady died, and when a very wealthy daughter 
took charge of her burial Morrisania learned 

that ‘‘Mother Bailey’’ was Mrs. Amanda H. 

Gilsen. She was not poor, but rich; and even 

as Ruth had left all to follow Boaz, so she 

had left loving and dutiful children to devote 
herself to a large and interestingſtamily of cats. 

There stands on Rallroad avenue, No. 52, near 

One Hundred and Seventieth street, a modest 

cottage. Eight years ago aslight woman of 60, 

with a hacking cough and a carriage full of 

cats, drove up to the cottage and took posses- 
sion. She appeared to be a confirmed con- 
sumptive, but insisted on doing most of the 

housework herself Occasionally she hired a 

girl. She neither sought nor shunned pub- 

licity. She lived very plainly, but comfort- 
ably. Her furniture was good. Indeed, she 
appeared to be in good circumstances, and it 
was no uncommon thing for carriages to drive 
up to the doer and elegantly dressed ladies 
to stir up the neighborhood by their 
calls. The littl woman was known 
as Mrs. Bailey, and few who knew 
her as a resident of Morrisania ever 
suspected that this was not her name. Ex- 
actly when she came to be called Mother 

Bailey’’ no one seems to know, but by that 

title she was well known for blocks around. 

Not long after her appearance the grand pas- 

sion of ‘‘Mother Balley’’ was whispered 

through the vicinage. 
IT WAS CATS. 

There was always a dog in the house, and 
she thought the world of him, but cats were 
her mania. She never had less than ten in the 
house, but fortwoor three years the number 
was often thirteen. They were George, Min- 
nic, Belia, Maria, John, Susan, Mary, Billy, 
Betty, Sarah, Lucy, Amanda and Cricket.
